Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiners and attorney of record, Michael Garrabrants, discussed 
the non-final rejection issued on 2/08/2007 and the draft claims submitted on 3/23/07. Examiner Patel informed Mr. 
Garrabrants of several objections and/or 112 rejections that he believed were raised by the claim language of claim 20, 
the independent claim. Examiner Borlinghaus and Mr. Garrabrants discussed the previously issued rejection and the 
prior art, specifically the concept of a "stand-in system" and how "in the broadest interpretation" claim language reads 
upon such a system. As Examiner Borlinghaus and Mr. Garrabrants came to an understanding of how the Examiner 
was interpretting claim terminology, such as "portal authentication data," Mr. Garrabrants stated that amended claims 
would be changed in such a manner to clarify the intent of the applicants and eliminate the application of the cited prior 
art.
